Men of Experience Claim That Draft 
Horacs Are Best for Parmer 

The use of draft stallions has been 
rersltcntly advocated ^because that 
means the most money for the aver¬ 
age farmer breeder. It is well under¬ 
stood by horsemen that draft horses 
apd colts eat somewhat more hay 
“but not much more grain than light 
horses or light colts of correspond¬ 
ing ages. They are more easily con¬ 
fined less subject to accidents and 
more readily trainrd\to work than 
light horses. Accordingly there is 
not much difference in the cost of 
feeding colts of different classes. 
Most men of experience claim that 
draft horses may be somewhat more 
cheaply produced because they can 
safely be pdf-to work, a year young¬ 
er. Many draft colts coining two 
years old are doing full work on discs 
and harrows this spring, putting in 
oats, and are considerably larger 
than light colts at-three years old, 
which is the earliest they usually be¬ 
gin farm work. The demand for 
draft horses is still unappeasable. 
Anything with quality and in good 
condition,* weighing 1,600 pounds or 
more, is selling as high as the trade 
has ever known, $275 to $300 per 
head being current prices.—Breed, 
er’s Gazette.

It was about two centuries ago 
that Peter the Great sent the first 
squad of political prisoners to the 
Siberian wilds, and since then thou¬ 
sands upon thousands of hapless vic¬ 
tims of a despotic government have 
followed them. It is expected that 
large numbers of the political pris¬ 
oners will remain in Siberia, and 
wilt thus help in developing the 
great agricultural and mineral rc-‘ 
sources of the country. 

Russia’s prisoners of war are 
principally confined in Siberia, and 
thousands of Germans and Austrians 
are now held there. Owing’to the 
impossibility of escape except by 
flight into the wilderness where al¬ 
most certain death would await them 
these military prisoners are accord¬ 
ed a great deal of liberty. It is not 
at all improbable that not a few 
of these will elect to remain in Si¬ 
beria when the war is over, if per¬ 
mitted to do so by the Russian gov¬ 
ernment.

There have been other incidents before, 
arising out of the same cause, but this being 
perhaps the largest, ought to awaken us to the 
responsibility of governing Canada in the best 
possible way,—by getting the best men of the 
nation to do it instead of leaving it, to any qpe 
party. Politics may be alright in peace time, 
but what is wanted in war time is statesmanship.

A' number of the towns throughout the pro¬ 
vince are this year going in for a weekly half 
holiday during the summer months, and there is 
no valid reason why every town Bhould not do 
the same. The weekly half holiday idea is 
growing in places where it was at one time 
thought to be impracticable, and where it has 
been tried there is nothing but praise for it. Its 
merits are sufficiently well known without dwell¬ 
ing on them here and we would like to see some 
move for a mobilization of opinion regarding it 
in the town. It is a matter for those who are 
interested to take up, and if it was taken up 
with the right amount of enthusiasm there is 
little doubt that the result would be a weekly 
half holiday for the summer months. 


Cross Society on a business footing. Free it 
from the trammels of sentiment as has been 
done with the Patriotic Fund, and get the need¬ 
ed funds by assessment or taxation. That is the 
only fair and equitable way, and one wonders 
that some such move ^as not been made before. 
On the basis of taxation the Patriotic Fund now 
has a greater revenue from the district At the 
same time, the burden, instead of' falling on the 
few who are within easy reach for collecting 
purposes, is now distributed evenly and justly.

What should hinder it being as successful for 
the Red Cross? After three years of war the 
time has arrived when all war work ought to be 
removed from the sentimental basis and placed 
on one of practical business methods. With the 
question of the Red Cross, as with too many 
other matters directly connected with the war, 
we have been too lax and easygoing, preferring 
to rely on generosity and sentiment The time 
for this is past and we must be prepared to get 
down to business methods pure and simple.

CONSCRIPTION AND COALITION. 

Conscription for Canada is not going to prove 
oil on thp troubled waters for the Dominion ad¬ 
ministration, for sentiment in Quebec is strongly 
against it, and the riotings and noise of the past 
week only tend to show that Quebec is going to 
prove a thorn in the flesh. Quebec, of course, 
has no right to do these things. The right, if 
any, belongs to those provinces which have al¬ 
ready Bent their quota volutarily. but it gener¬ 
ally happens that those who are more deaf than 
the average to voluntary appeal usually cry the 
loudest at the first sign, of coercion. Meanwhile 
and, supposedly as a result of this, .there is some 
talk of a coalition government being formed in 
order to pacify Quebec, which is largely liberal, 
and so ease matters. Quite a party matter; if 
the Conservatives cannot bring it about them¬ 
selves a leavening of Liberals might be able to 
bring a settlement about 

The whole question hinges on the fact that 
a coalition government is just about three years 
overdue. Partyism, always our substitute for 
statesmanship, ought to have been thrown over' 
board with the commencement of the war and 
the best brains of the country invited to direct 
our affairs. No party has a first lien on all the 
brains of the country, and had the wafl of par¬ 
tyism been broken down in order to allow our

Growing Potatoes on the Roots of a 
Tomato Plant 

Considerable interest has .bee:: 
aroused by the grafting of a tomato 
plant on a potato plant at the Penn¬ 
sylvania State College. Atyhough the 
idea is not a new one, it demonstra¬ 
tes clearly the ease with which these 
two closely related plants may be 
grafted. 

Only one attempt was made in the 
grafting. The common inverted 
".■-addle graft” was used. 

The jdant was wrapped with, raffia 
at the function of the two pieces and 
il was placed in a humid atmosphere 
for several days until the union was 
perfected. Later the plant was shift¬ 
'd to the outside, where little atten¬ 
tion was given it. Tubers finally de¬ 
veloped on the potato part and toma¬ 
toes on the top. 

According to the authorities them¬ 
selves, the demonstration is of inter¬ 
est only from the standpoint of its 
being somewhat unusual. It is of 
doubtful economic value.

General Townsend started for Bag. 
dad with 20,000 men in 1915, and sur¬ 
rendered at Kut-el-Amara with 9,000 
on April 28, 1916, the rest of his com¬ 
mand having escaped. General Maude 
started for Bagdad with 120,000 men 
on December 13, 1916, and today the 
lurks arc fleeing before him, with the 
whole Turkish position from Sanna- 
i-Yat to Kut-el-Amara in his hands. 
It is a significant and instructive 
proof that the British have at last 
learned, not how to fight, but how to 
make war. The insignificant force 
with which Townsend was sent on his 
fat^l expedition, with no way prepar¬ 
ed of supporting him, was an evidence 
that in 1915 Britain was still govern¬ 
ed by the same belief that war is 
easy that Colonel Churchill expressed 
when he jauntily predicted that the 
tats at Kicl would be dug out if they 
would not come ‘out. The expedition 
which has now met with such success 
is no more gallant than was Towh- 
Send’s, but England has learned that 
gallantry alone does not win cam¬ 
paigns.—New York Times. 


Better Farming Trains 


Are Inspected by Large Number of 
the People in Saskatchewan 

Some interesting facts and figures 
were brought to the attention of the 
Saskatchewan legislature when Hon. 
W. R. Motherwell, minister of agri¬ 
culture, made reply to questions ask¬ 
ed by M. L, Lcitch, M.L.A., Morse, 
with respect to the Better Farming 
trains. 

Mr. I.eitch asked the number of 
places visited by the Better Farming 
trains, the mileage covered, tin. num¬ 
ber of men, woiiien and children who 
visited the trains in the years 391-1- 
16, the total cost of operating the 
(tains during those years, the assist 
an.ee received from *thc College _ of 
Agriculture in connection with the 
trains, and the assistance given by 
the railways in operating the trains. 

Hon. W. R. Motherwell replied 
that 88 places were visited by the 
Belter Farming train in 1914, 1J5 in 
1915, and 56 in 1916. In 1914 the 
mileage covered was 1,344 miles.. 

The next year this increased to 1,- 
94t miles, while last year the total 
was 810 miles. In 1914 the total at¬ 
tendance was approximately 36,000 
In 1915 no less than 18,262 men, 13,- 
392 women and 5,455 children attend¬ 
ed, while last year the totals were 
8,245 men, 5,210 women and 9,218 
children. 

Mr. Motherwell stated that the 
total cost of operating the trains in 
1914 was $7,00070; in 1915, $6,742.02, 
and in J916, $4,787.22. The College of 
Agriculture, he stated further, furn¬ 
ished the livestock and many other 
exhibits including a car of mechanic, 
cal appliances. The college also sup-

A Valuable Discovery 


Magnet May Be Utilized to Locate 
Sunken Ships 

A sub-sea magnet invented by ? 
Japanese scientist named Nakaharn 
promises to be instrumental in locat¬ 
ing many of the sunkch submarines, 
warships and transports which have 
gone down in comparatively shallow 
water. 

Tests of the magnet over the Jap- 
cncse naval target grounds recently 
(nought to the surface thousands of 
projectiles fired in practice. At the 
present price of scrap iron, 6 (X ),000 
shells which lie scattered at the bot 
tom of the Japanese bays will be 
worth some $3,000,000. 

It has been suggested that the 
magnet be used to extract the shell 
scraps from the soil of European hat. 
tleficlds. The value of this scrap iron 
alone would amount to a very large 
sum. A development of the Naka- 
hara magnet promises to be pawei- 
ful enough to actually lift sunken ves¬ 
sels from the bottom of the sea. Mag¬ 
nets are now in use on land which 
are able'to elevate a weight of 40, 
000 pounds.

Experiments Prove That a Good 
Profit Can be Made 

A good lien can be raised for 
about $1, she can be Kept for one 
year after beginning to lay for about 
$1.2a, her eggs for a year, estimating 
twelve dozen at 25 cents a dozen, will 
be worth $3 and the lien will lie 
worth 50 cents when through flaying 
it the end of her pullet year. 

This is a return of $1.25 on an in¬ 
vestment of about 55 per cent., not 
counting labor or depreciation of 
plant. 

If we count 25 cents as the cost 
of caring for a lien one year and 10 
per cent, for depreciation of plant 
tlure. still remains over 20 per 
cent, net profit on the investment. 

These facts , were brought out in 
a Missouri experiment where fifty- 
five White Leghorn pullets were kept 
for a year’s laying, all the feed tlni 
was fed to the hens being weighed 
and the iggs being sold at market 
prices. The fifty-five liens produced 
twelve dozen eggs each, which worn 
sold for $157.17. The cost of keep¬ 
ing the fifty-five hens one year was 
$00.27, reckoning feed prices at about 
average market rate in 1915. The 
liens -were fed a well balanced ration 
and had the run of a yard 100 feet 
square. The price of eggs for flic 
year averaged approximately’25 tens 
a dozen. 

From the fojegoing figures it will 
be se en that where one has good 
hens to start with and handles them 
properly a net profit of considerably 
over $1 a year each can be counted 
on from a flock of that size. 

But the know how is just as im¬ 
pel tant in handling hens for profit¬ 
able returns as is the case with any 
other kind of complicated business.— 
Farm and Fireside.

This winter we have had a coal 
“famine” and that suffering has ac¬ 
companied. the shortage of this neces¬ 
sity is undeniable. The average citi¬ 
zen has a notoriously short memory, 
but now is the time to impress upon 
him -that, in many cases, the suffer¬ 
ing was due to lack c-f foresight. In 
Canada many people buy in small 
quantities—often only one ton. If, 
for any cause, there is a shortage ot 
coal, improvident householders de¬ 
mand that the coal dealers do the im¬ 
possible, namely tha^ they supply 
fuel that is unobtainable. Whereas, 
had they purchased, their coal in the 
summer or autumn, there-would Jic 
ample supplies available. 

While sonic large consumers, such 
as manufacturers, cannot store a srix 
months' supply, most householders 
can, with their present bins or with 
enlarged bins, store coal to meet tlieir 
requirements till March or April. 

In recent years, we have had two 
coal “famines,” first in 1901-02, the 
year of the coal miners’ strike, and, 
second, this year, when the severity 
of the weather and the extraordinary 
prosperity in the United States caus¬ 
ed an unprecedented congestion of 
freight. A survey of conditions in 
the United States demonstrates that 
in the future there will be more coal 
“famines" than in the past and that 
they will occur at shorter intervals. 
For this there is only one remedy. 
Buy your coal in the summer. If 
you have not sufficient storage, en¬ 
large your coal bin.

“Britain’s war of starvation lias 
from the first .brought clearly before 
the eyes of the German people the 
fact that Germany stands or falls 
with ils agriculture. Owing to the 
activity of the submarines and th•: 
failure of the harvests, Britain, too, 
is thrown back upon her agriculture, 
end while I believe the British farm¬ 
er will do Ids utmost to meet tbc sit¬ 
uation, 1 prophesy his failure.” 

Regarding the submarine campaign 
the despatch adds, Dr. Hclfferich de¬ 
clared : 

“We considered the matter care¬ 
fully and have dared. We are cer¬ 
tain of success, and will not allow 
that success to be wrested from us by 
anything or anybody.”

Duties—Six months 
residence upon and cultivation of land in

What, then, arc the general rea¬ 
sons adduced by the experts for this 
satisfactory state of things? Well, in 
times of peace they) tell us ilia; life 
is .dreary and monotonous, and, in or¬ 
der to vary their existence, people 
resort, to forms of, amusements 
which, instead of -affording them 
genuine recreation or gratification, 
only produce languidncss and ennui. 

When, however, a great war breaks 
out, it dispels the monotony of our 
lives, and gives us serious and prac¬ 
tical things to consider. Hence, in¬ 
stead of causing intellectual break¬ 
down, it rather generates new intel¬ 
lectual energies. 

Food Value of Beans 

It is estimated that an average 
acre of beans produces as much real 
food material as is usually obtained 
from five to fifteen acres of pasture 
land in the production of either meat 
or milk. According to recent deter¬ 
minations and prevailing prices, as 
much valuable food material for 
human consumption could be obtain¬ 
ed from the purchase of beans with 
twenty cents as from the purchase of 
cheese with forty-five cents, of beef 
steak with seventy-five cents, and of 
eggs with one dollar and sixty-one 
cents.. Field beans approach animal 
foods in nutritive value. They con¬ 
tain a high percentage of protein, and 
in this respect surpass the cereals 
commonly used as food such as 
wheat and oats. There is a higher 
percentage of protein in beans than 
in the best cuts df meat, but it is not 
ouite so completely digested.—Prof. 
C.A. Zavitz.
